Dublin, last night, at which Mr. L. F. 
Giron, MLR.LA.TL, presided. 
[he type of architecture now prac- 
in, Sweden and Holland and other 
ntries abroad, which has been the 
vce of not a little inspiration to us at 
me within recent years, is largely the 
outcome of the stringent economy imposed 
y our universal post-war conditions, and 
that what in this connection can be done 
elsewhere can be done in Ireland with 
equal chances of success,” he declared. 

‘The limits of this kind of economy 

ist, of course, be recognised. Sooner or 

er we must expect to see the erection in 
Dublin of those buildings which are 
essential to every capital city, such as 

Proper Parliament buildings; 

A new cathedral really worthy of the 

name; 

A concert hall; 

A gallery for the municipal art collection, 
and many other important buildings of 
such character. No cheese-paring can be 
permitted in such works as these, and 
only when proper financial resources are 
available must their erection be under- 


taken. 


TEN YEARS BEHIND. 


REVIVAL NEEDED IN 
DUBLIN, 

“ Five years ago,” said Mr. Downes, ‘‘ we 
ved in an atmosphere of hope. The time 
had apparently arrived when ideals, long 
herished merely as such, had at last become 
ealisable. Dublin by a stroke of the pen 
had been raised from the status of a provincial 

to that of a European capital. The 
ecessity for vast new buildings of all sorts 
ecame apparent, and the rebuilding of the 
tv as a seat of government presented an 
hanting prospect of a great centre of 
modern monumental architecture. 

‘The architectural renaissance which we 
must hope will synchronise with the re- 
planning and enlargement of our capital must 
be preceded by the creation of the proper 
itmosphere for such revival—I mean the de- 
velopment of a sympathetic’ and intelligent 
ittitude on the part of the general public 
towards the problems which confront us. 


OBSOLETE CONDITIONS, 

“ The Dublin in which we are living to-day 

an architectural problem of the deepest 
nterest, Presenting as it does a curious 
umble of much that is both excellent and 
extremely bad in architecture, a little observa- 
tion reveals that we dwell in a city which, in 
i rough, haphazard sort of manner, has been, 

to speak, overlaid on an older, but more 
vstematically planned, town. | 

“ithe Wide Streets Commissioners, the 
town planners, that is to say, of the 
eighteenth century, did not lack thorough- 
but they planned for the needs and 
conditions. of their day—conditions which in 
ihe following century became obsolete, and 
for which no proper attempt was then made 
to adapt the existing city plan. 

“ The decadence of the nineteenth century, 
however, was not peculiar to this country 
alone. Degeneration in matters of art, and 
particularly in matters of civic art, appears to 
have been characteristic of the industrial era 
throughout Western Europe generally; but, 
n so far as the industrial expansion did not 
affect this country to the extent that it did 
elsewhere, much of our splendid eighteenth- 
century buildings were spared and are still 
with us. Again, just as Dublin was slower 
to succumb to the evil effects of the industrial 
revolution, so, too. is it slower to feel the 
effects of the reaction which is now mani- 
festing itself abroad. 


STILL IN A BACKWATER. 
While the new architectural renaissance 
as appearing abroad in the early years of 
he twentieth century, Dublin, and Ireland 
generally, were still a backwater, affected but 
ttle by the rising tide of regeneration; and, 
io put it plainly, we have been moving in 
architectural matters some ten years behind 
our next-door neighbours and some twenty 
behind our friends on the Continent. 
“If, however, I state facts which are, 
perhaps, somewhat startling, I do not mean 
infer a pessimistic attitude, for, however 
out of date our profession may have been 
in the past, it is now fast overhauling its 
technical equipment. I need but refer to one 
aspect of this question—namely, the facilities 
iow afforded in Ireland for architectural train. 
ng—to enable you to realise that within the 
‘st three or four years our profession, in one 
direction at least, has made more progress 
‘han during the previous twenty. I have no 
ick of faith in the future of architecture in 
Dublin, so far as the architectural profession 
roes What I am mainly concerned with is 
he attitude of the layman towards the same 
obiem. 
; TOWN PLAN NEEDED. 
[he fundamental principle which we all 
observe as regards future building in 
5 city is that it must, within reason, con- 
in to a generally accepted scheme of de- 
eiopment—to wit, the town plan. 
The principle of town planning is not new 
the people of Dublin. -Several plans for the 
emodelling of the city were produced as far 
ick as 1914, and, though legislation in this 
espect is now having the attention of the 
vernment, the necessity for such seems 
rdly yet realised, even by our otherwise 
most enlightened citizens. 
Town planning is a matter for experts in 
such different spheres as traffic, housing, 
mmerce, hygiene, and archeology, to 
ention but some; but I would emphasise 
iat the preparation of a town plan is a pro- 
hiem first and last for the architect, who 
niust visualise all these requirements welded 
ito an artistic whole—the city beautiful— 
id in the formation of all such commissions 
bodies which in the future may be set up 
to deal with these problems, the question of 
‘\dequate representation on the part of the 
architectural profession must receive proper 
eonsideration.”’ 


NEED FOR TREES. 

In conclusion, he drew attention to the 
question of trees in the city streets and 
ares. “J must lament the presence of 
he Philistines,”’ he said, “for our beautiful 
h trees seem to be valued neither for their 
sake nor for the many ornamental 
)rposes which they may serve. The beauty 
of Paris is, no doubt, in the first instance due 
its fine buildings and to the excellent 
manner in which these are grouped, but the 
cnarm of that city is a to a 
considerable extent the effect of 
& well-considered arrangement of trees 
~which make that great city somewhat 
assume the appearance of one vast park. 
rhe Champ Elysées and the Boulevards, what 
ould they be without their dignified trees, 
‘nd is it not obvious that Dublin would be 

‘improved by similar embellishment ?’’ 


NATIVE MATERIALS. 

In proposing a vote of thanks to Mr. 
ownes, Mr. James H. Webb, President «f 
‘he Royal Institute of Architects of Ireland, 
said that if they could build with native 
viaterials in a manner suitable to the peculiar 
climate and suitable to the requirements in 
3 sipple way he had no doubt but that 
peautiful buildings would result. 

Mr. A. M bertson, in seconding the 
vote, said that they now possessed a great 
asset in the School of Architecture -n 
University College, Dublin.

PATHETIC STORY AT 
MULLINGAR INQUEST.

From Our Own CoRRESPONDENT. 
MULLINGAR, Tuesday. 

The story of a dreadful night's vigil, told to 
a doctor before her death by a girl who was 
knocked down by a train and left lying on 
the track with her head resting on a sleeper, 
visibly affected the coroner's jury and others 
present at the inquest last night on Miss 
Agnes Kellaghan, aged 17 years, daughter of 
William Kellaghan, Lacken, Multyfarnham. 

The girl’s father, who was much affected, 
stated that when he reached Rathganny 
Bridge, Multyfarnham Station, where the 
accident took place, his daughter was still 
lying with her head on the sleeper and her 
body towards the grass edge. Recognising 
him, she shook hands with him. 

Dr. Patrick J. Keelan stated that when the 
girl was admitted to hospital in Mullingar, 
at 11.10 a.m. on Sunday, she was in a very 
shocked condition. There was a compound 
fracture of the right leg and a fracture of the 
right arm, and her right thigh was almost 
w 

r. Keelan went on to say that the girl 
told him that she intended to go to Australia 
in a fortnight’s time to join a religious Order 
there. On Saturday last she left Raharney, 
Westmeath, where she was at business, to 
pay a surprise visit to her people in Lacken. 
She came on the first train that night to 
Multyfarnham, where she got out, and, as it 
was a “short cut,” she went along the rail- 
way line to her home. 

As she was walking along between 
and down lines she saw a train 
towards her, and, to be quite safe, 
over to the right and walked along on the 
EA next the grass until she came upon a 
ittle pool of water. Then, in order to avoid 
this, she stepped up and walked on the ends 
of the sleepers. When she had gone a short 
distance something hit her, and she remem- 
bered nothing for a while. 

When she recovered consciousness she found 
herself lying on the side of the path with her 
head on a sleeper. She could not move the 
lower portion of her body to craw! anywhere. 
Her right hand had been torn off. 

She bled a good deal for the first hour. 
She was able to hear the chiming of the 
bells in Wilson’s Hospital. After the first 
hour she did not bleed so much, nor was she 
in so much pain. She was able to feel about 
with her left hand for her beads and 
umbrella, both of which she found on the 
ground near her. As she had no hat, she 
needed the umbrella to protect herself from 
the rain during the night. 

She also said that, several trains passed by 
during the night, but she was not seen from 
any of them. i 

In reply to the foreman, the witness said 
that, apart from the question of exposure, he 
did not think that the girl would have lived. 
Death was due to wounds and exposure. 

The jury returned a verdict of death from 
injuries due to the girl being accidentally 
struck by a train, and exonerated the rail- 
way officials from all blame. They tendered 
sympathy to ghe family of the deceased girl. 

The Coroner, Superintendent Cronin, and 
Mr. Joseph Downes, solicitor, joined in the 
vote of sympathy.

SHELTER.

INMATES FROM ALL PARTS OF 
IRELAND. 


The seventeenth annual report of the Dub. 
lin Women’s Shelter, 20 James's street, 
Dublin, which was read at the annual meet- 
ing held in the Memorial Hal!, Rathfarnham, 
yesterday, showed that a successful year's 
work had been accomplished. 

The Rev. E, G. Sullivan, M.A., who pre 
sided, said that the good work did not end 
at providing food and shelter for these poor 
women; for Miss Bell and her colleagues had 
gone further in creating an atmosphere of 
kindliness and sympathy there. 

Miss Sarah Edmunds Bell, the hon. secre- 
tary, in presenting her annual report for the 
year 1926-27, stated that 26,500 beds were 
supplied to women and children from 
October Ist, 1926, to September 30th, 1927. 
Most of those supplied with beds were 
regular lodgers, some of the elder ones 
having, almost without. a break, slept in 
the shelter every night for sixteen or seven- 
teen years, and a few claim that they had 
been in residence for an even longer period. 
Their lodgers came from all parts of Ireland, 
and even the British Isles. The payments for 
food and lodging, including £8 lls. con- 
tributed to, the coal fund, amounted to £704 
14s. 11d., a slightly higher figure than last 
year. l'wenty free teas and various enter- 
tainments were given during the year by 
friends. A gramaphone, kindly presented 
to the shelter by the Rev. Percy Coster, 
Rector of St. Jude’s, Kilmainham, had contri- 
buted much towards lightening the burden of 
existence for these poor women. They had, 
further, been able to place a number of 
young women in suitable situations. 

APPEAL FOR FUNDS. 

During the last few months they had lost, 
by death, several of their most generous 
subscribers, and an appeal was now made 
for others to take their place in forwarding 
this very meritorious work among the home- 
less women and children of the city. 

Mr. Charles E. Jacob, hon. treasurer, then 
read his financial statement, which set out 
that the payments made in connection with 
the shelter had amounted to £1,043 4s. 3d., 
and receipts from donations, subscriptions 
and payments made by the women 
were £1,039 4s. 2d., leaving a deficiency of 
£4 Os. Id. 
up from surplus funds of last year. 

The report was adopted. 

Miss Edmunds Bell said that in the twenty- 
seven years of its existence there had never 
been a case of infectious disease, although 
more than one million beds had been sup- 
lied. 

The Rev. A. E. Hughes, M.A., Rector of 
Christ Church, Leeson Park, pointed out that 
there was no religious distinction made, in 
any of the cases of admission to the shelter. 
It was well that the State should look after 
the poor; but if they looked at the histor. 
of the workhouse and then at the Christian 
service rendered at the shelter they wwuld 
see the difference.

THE MOST REV. W. J. MILLER, 
0.M.I. 


We regret to announce the death of the 
Most Rev. W. J. Miller, O.M.1, Titular 
Bishop of Eumenia, and late Vicar Apostolic 
of the Transvaal, which occurred yesterday 
at Belmont House, Blackrock, County Dublin. 
Born at Mountrath, Queen’s County, in 1858, 
he read theology at Autun, France, and was 
ordained by Cardinal McCabe in 1881. He 
was engaged in pavochial work in England 
and Ireland; was Provincial of his Order in 
the British isles from 1896 to 1898; and was 
Assistant-General from 1898 to 1904. In 1904 
he was appointed Titular Bishop of Eumenia, 
and became Firet Vicar Apostolic of the 
Transvaal. He resigned in 1912. 


THE REV. G. E. O’CARROLL, C.M.

George O’Carroll, C.M., died in Newcastle- 
on-Tyne on Sunday last. Educated at St.

From Ovr Own CoRRESPOSDENT. 
TRALEE, Tuesday. 

When the case against Eamon Horan, of 
Tralee, an  ex-Brigadier-General of the 
National Army, charged with inciting to 
murder Civic Guards, was called thie evenin 
Mr. Liston, State Solicitor, said that he di 
not intend to offer any further evidence, 
adding that, on the evidence already 
presented, the Justice had no option but to 
return the accused man for trial. 

Mr. D. J. Browne, for the defence, said 
that he did not intend to offer any evidence, 
but asked would any jury believe that Eaton 
Horan—even if the words attributed to him 
were true—meant to ask the people to 
assassinate the Guards. His chent was 
willing to face a trial, and, if it did come, 
he was prepared to put forward evidence to 
show that nothing was further from his 
intention than to incite people to murder the 
Guards or anybody else 

CONTRADICTORY EVIDENCE. 

The Justice (Mr. Johnson) said that he 
found the evidence that had been given 
extremely unsatisfactory. The Guarde differed 
in an extraordinary way in several material 
instances collateral to the essentials of the 
case. Two witnesses only heard the state- 
ment that the Guards should get the same 
fate as the ** Black and Tans,” and that there 
were men there prepared to give it to them. 

Another witness, whose evidence was ré- 
markable for the number of things he did not 
hear, heard the finish of the sentence: “That 
he was prepared to take to the hills.” Would 
a jury believe that the two witnesses, who 
neard only the first part, rushed off before 
the speaker finished his sentence, and did not 
hear the picturesque offer of the speaker 
to go to the hills? Incidentally, one of 
the witnesses who heard the finish heard 
virtually none of the interesting remarks re- 
ferred to by other witnesses, such as ‘‘Leahy 
from Knocknagoshel,” or the reference to 
Mr McNulty and the Public Safety Act. 

One witness said that the wind was blow- 
ing strongly and it was difficult to hear; yet 
he heard the reference to “the hills.” An- 
other witness said that the evening was calm 
and he heard everything. The evidence of 
the Civic Guards themselves was extraordi- 
nary on outside matters upon which there 
should be no doubt. 

There were two civilian witnesses for the 
prosecution, One of them had admittedly 
been driving the Guards through the country 
without having his motor tax paid. His evi- 
dence was not worth very much. The other 
witness, O’Connor, seemed to be the only in- 
dependent witness in the case. His evidence 
differed materially from all the other wit- 
nesses as to what was said. 

FOUR POINTS. 

As to the law of the case, in order to 
sustain a prosecution for incitement to 
murder four things should be proved—(1) 


could reasonably be construed into an incite- 
ment to murder; (2) that the accused did 
make such a statement; (3) that the accused 
intended it to be accepted, understood, and 
acted on as an incitement to murder; an 
(4) that the communication reached the parties 
for whom it was intended. 

It was possible to vonceive that the state- 
ment mentioned in the charge could reason- 
ably be construed into an incitement to 
murder, but it was very doubtful that this 
could be seriously suggested under the cir- 
cumstances. As to the point that the accused 
intended the incitement to murder to be acted 
on—in other words, that he wanted the young 
men present to go out and shoot the Civic 
Guards—would any reasonable man for a 
moment endeavour to sustain that contention? 
If the accused did want the Civic Guards 
murdered, was it in the presence of eleven or 
twelve of the Guards that he would make 
that statement’ If he made use of the words 
at all, it was obvious it was “ merely hot 
air he was blowing off.” 

Did the incitement reach those for whom 
it was intended? It was absolutely essential 
to prove this. There was no evidence that 
any of the people for whom the remarks were 
intended ever heard them. 

On this point he held that the prosecution 
had failed. Further, even if the prosecution 
had fulfilled the four requirements, he would 
hold that the nature of the evidence adduced 
was so contradictory, so open to grave doubt, 
that he would not be justified in deeming it 
sufficient to send the accused forward for trial. 
Consequently he refused informations. 

TRIBUTE TO GUARDS. 

Mr. Brown said that he wished it to be 
clearly understood that his conduct of the 
case was not to be construed in any way as an 
attack on the Guards. After all, the Guards 
were men of their own race, and his client, 
Mr. Horan, instructed him to say that he 
never at any time meant to attack the Guards, 
and that, as far as he was concerned, he had 
the deepest respect for the Guards. From his 
(Mr. Brown's) experience, he knew that the 
Guards as a body had always performed their 
duties fairly and straightforwardly. 

Mr, Liston said that he was delighted to 
hear Mr. Brown, representing his client, -dis- 
claiming anything inimical to the Guards. 
Nothing he (Mr. Liston) had heard for a long 
time pleased him so much. 

The Justice said that he was eee to hear 
Mr. Brown's appreciation of the Guards. He 
might say also that this was the first case 
in which he could not absolutely accept the 
evidence of the Guards. 


NATIONAL UNIVERSITY 
OF IRELAND.

CONVOCATION AND THE LATE 
‘ARDINAL O’DONNELL. 


A meeting of Convocation of the National 
University of Iréland was held last evening at 
University College, Dublin, i 

Professor Arthur Clery, LL.D., Chairman 
of Convocation, moved a vote of sympathy on 
the death of Cardinal O'Donnell. He said 
that he could speak of His Eminence as a 
great churchman and an eminent figure in 
the life of Ireland; but he thought of him as 
one of the men who gathered together after 
Newman's time in the University of which 
the National University was the guccessor. 
He was, with the late Dr. Walsh, one of the 
pioneers of their splendid institution, and be- 
cause of that Convocation had a special 
reason for joining with the rest of Ireland in 
lamenting his loss. 

Dr. Flood, wno seconded the proposal, said 
that the late Cardinal was a great Prince of 
the Church, and was foremost in urging 
adequate policies ‘of education for this 
country. While he was a man of greatculture 
and scholarliness, he had a great simplicity 
and gentleness of manner, a greet approach- 
ableness, without any loss of dignity. In 
that he displayed all the inherent nobility of 
the distinguished Irish stock from which he 
came. Above all, he would be remembered 
as one of the greatest shepherds of the Irish 
flock since the time of St. Patrick. Cardinal 
O'Donnell made the Irish ple feel far 
closer to the heart of Catholicity than they 
had been able to feel for some centuries. 
The motion was passed. 

On the motion of Dr. Flood, seconded by 
Dr. McCarville, Professor Clery was again 
elected Chairman of Convocation.

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LECTURES. 


UNIVERSITY OF PARIS, 
a a 


The first of the present series of Lady 
Ardilaun Lectures was delivered yesterday 
afternoon in the Jellicoe Hall, Alexandra 
College, Dublin, by Dr. Ernest Barker. 

The Hon. and Right Rev. Dr. Plunket, 
who presided, said that he was sure 
he was expressing the feelings of 
everybody in saying that he was sorry 
the Archbishop of Dublin, who had 
promised to preside, was unable to be present. 
These lectures on French history, he con- 
tinued, were founded and endowed by the late 
Lady Ardilaun ahd held annually in the 
College. They will keep her memory green, 
bat when I think of all she has done for 
Alexandra College that is hardly necessary. 
By all this generation, at least, the name of 
Lady Ardilaun will always be loved and 
honoured in this College. Dr. Plunket then 
introduced Dr. Barker, whom he deacribed 
as one of the most distinguished men of the 
present day, a Fellow of three Oxford Colleges 
and Principal of King’s College, in the Univer- 
sity of London, which College he is now 
leaving, to take up a post as Professor of 
History in Cambridge University. Among 
his contributions to literature is a book on 
the modern history of Ireland. 


THE LECTURE. 

‘Dr. Barker said that he proposed to deal 
with French history of the twelfth and 
thirteenth centuriés—or, more exactly from 
1050 to 1250, the first and the best part of the 
Middle Ages—and particularly and almost ex- 
clusively with Northern France. In this first 
lecture he traced the growth of the University 
of Paris, its organisation and study, down 
through the Middle Ages. The Middle Ages, 
he said, been regarded as a 
night of ignorance, shot by occasional 
fitful gleams of learning called renais- 
sances — a modern and not very @ 
word, invented about 1850, which should 
be banished. Renaissance means re-birth, 
and implies that something has died and been 
born again—in this case the great classical 
civilisation of the Greeks and Romans. But 
that great classical civilisation had never died, 
and so never was reborn. 
Latin civilisation in practically all its 
aspects was a continuous stream, which never 
ceased from 476 down to the beginning of 
modern history, about 1500. From 476 to 
1050 there was a regular system of study in 
Latin authors of subjects which constituted 
the essence of the education of the time— 
rammar, rhetoric (prose and verse) and 
ale mathematics, geometry, astronomy and, 
finally, music, which was considered as a 
mathematical subject. ‘This system of learn- 
ing was taught in the early Middle Ages, 
before universities arose, in two types of 
school, one type being colleges attached to 
monasteries; the other, schools attached to 
cathedrals and collegiate schools. 


THE GREAT CHANGE. 

About 1050 a great change came about in 
Europe—economic and industrial, and also 
educational. The monasteries ceased to be 
the centres of education. Monasticism was 
assuming a new aspect, becoming more ascetic, 
eschewing learning, and becoming devoted to 
contemplation. onasticism ceased to be a 
focus of education, which became especially a 
matter for the schools attached to cathedrals. 
Various such schools were famous in their 
day in France—Chartres, renowned for 
classical lore; and another, attached to Notre 
Dame in Paris, was opened about 1100, and 
became specially famous. 

There were several reasons for this—the 
Kings of France had founded their dynasty 
in France about 987, and by 1100 had made 
themselves respected and had turned Paris 
into what might already be called a capital 
city. Also, just about 1100, the course of 
education was directed especially to the 
study of logic and _ philosophy, and, 
since Paris had concentrated on these 
subjects, it naturally earned special fame. 
The final reason why Paris drew attention 
was because of Abelard, one of the greate:* 
teachers of the Middle Ages, an orator with 
a singular gift for exposition, a passion for 
logic, and an instinct for teaching philosophy. 
Abelard was the chief cause of the fame cf 
the school of Notre Dame; by 1125, in the 
middle of his career, there might be said to 
be already a university in Paris, which drew 
students from every quarter. Strictly speak- 
ing, there was no university in Paris, or any- 
where else, until 1175, the date of the begin- 
ning of university life. 

university involves two things: the first 
is what is called general study, students re- 
ceived from all parts, and studies in general 
pursued; and also students, after training, 
are qualified to teach generally anywhere, and 
in any other university up and down Europe. 
A guild, or union, is also neeessary, and 
may be a guild of teachers or of students, 
or of both. This as must be self-govern- 
ing, with rights of jurisdiction for its own 
members. aris had its first guild of 
teachers about 1170. These guilds were of 
the nature of the modern trade unions, and 
showed some of the symptoms of trade 
unionism. They claim a monopoly of 
teaching, boycotted rigorously teachers who 
were not properly admitted, or who refused 
to obey: regulations, and they had the habit 
of going on strike against the French King, 
or the Archbishop of Paris, or even against 
the Papacy itself. One thing they never did 
was to go on strike for higher pay. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE GUILD. 

The period of the development of the Paris 
guild is the next eighty years; during those 

ears four faculties were developed. The 
aculty of arte—training for the degree of 
Master of Arts—was the lowest faculty, the 
commencement for any of the higher facul. 
ties. Three higher faculties were pursued 
by students of more advanced years for 
the degree of Doctor in Theology or Law in 
Medicine. Though the faculty of arts was 
the lowest, it was the dominant one in the 
university, because it was much the most 
numerous. The rector of the faculty of arts 
became the head of the whole university, and 
he served as bond of union to the whole uni- 
versity. Each faculty organised itself into a 
universitas on its own account, and had its 
own seal and statutes. The faculty of arts 
was divided into nations—French, Picard, 
Norman and English—~each with its own proc- 
tor to keep order; but the discipline of the 
University of Paris was not good. 

About 1250 the Sorbonne came into being, 
and in time there were sixty-eight schools in 
Paris. The bulk of ‘the students were very 
young; they could take the‘degree of Master 
of Arts at twenty, after a five years’ course. 
The teaching took the form of lectures, com- 

by the lecturers, and read aloud ; and 
in time the authorities decreed that the lec- 
tures should be read slowly, as they did not 
care for the students to be able to take very 
complete notes. A great deal of the teachin 
was rather elementary, because of the yout 
of the students, and the examinations were 
not very searching. The schools and uni- 
sities of Paris were never very frea; external 
authorities were too much mixed up in their 
affaire, and they were never well endowed, 
and by 1789 many were practically extinct— 
a contrast with Oxford and Cambridge, where 
no college founded ever became extinct. 

At the conclusién of the lecture Dr. Barker 
showed some lantern slides of sculptures and 
pictures dealing with his subject. 

The second lecture of tho series will be 
given to-day, when Lord Ardeo will preside.

CONFERENCE. 


NOT THE WAY TO EFFECT 
ECONOMIES.

Mr. J. Milne Barbour, Minister for 
Commerce, in the Northern House of Com- 
mons yesterday, told Mr. Kyle (Labour) 
that, following a statement made by the 
Prime Minister in April Jast, on the re- 
organisation of the railways, a conference 
of the chairmen and general managers ol 
the railway undertakings operating in 
Northern Ireland was called. 

From the discussion it was evident that 
there would be serious difficulties in the 
way of reorganisation by grouping on the 
lines adopted in Great Britain and the 
Irish Free State, and that the economies 
which might normally be expected from 
such a course would not be readily obtain- 
able in Northern Ireland. 

As they were aware, one of their most 
important railway systems already formed 
part of one otf the principal groups 
operating in Great Britain, while a 
number of the other undertakings operated 
only partly in Northern Ireland. 


HOUSING BILL. 
Sir Dawson Bates, in moving the third 
reading of the Housing Bill, stated that the 
Government would pay a subsidy of £100 in 
respect of each house, and the local authori- 
ties would be entitled to spend £40 out of the 
rates towards each house, and hand it over 
to the builders. It had been suggested that 
instead of receiving the £140, those who 
wished to own their own houses, and were 
without the capital, should be provided with 
£350, free of interest, for a period of twenty- 
five years. A man, however, could go to the 
Belfast Corporation and pay a deposit of 
£10, and get from the Corporation a loan of 

50. The repayments would amount to 5s. 
8d. per week, an did not include repairs, 
and insurance, etc. 

Mrs. Chichester predicted that it would 
not be long before the housing shortage dis- 
appeared. 

Mr. S. Kyle (Labour) said that there was 
no guarantee in the bill that the tenant, 
tather than the builder, would get the ad- 
vantage of the £140 subsidy. ‘The bill wasa 
reactionary measure, as it had reduced the 
superficial feet of the house entitled to a 
subsidy to 650 feet or less. He suggested 
that the Government should produce plans 
of satisfactry houses for working classes, 
and, if necessary, increase the subsidy. 

Mr. George Henderson (Farmers’) did not 
believe it was possible to build houses for 
agricultural labourers under the bill at rents 
that they could afford to pay. The only way 
such houses could be provided would be 
under the Labourers Acts. 

Mr. Cooper (Unionist) said that many small 
farmers wished to take advantage of the bill, 
but the local authorities were in a difficulty, 
for they could only take as security the plot 
of ground on which the house stood. He 
—— that the Minister should bring in 
a bill to remedy this defect. 

Mr. Devlin—Bring in a bill yourself. 

Mr. Cooper—You are so good at. drafting 
bills that, perhaps, you will bring in one. 

Mr. Devlin (Nationalist) said that the bill 
would enable private builders to take advan- 
tage of the generosity of the State in deal- 
ing with this problem in order to make 
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private profits for themselves. He thought 
that there shonid be a tribunal set up to 
determine the rents to be charged.

Mr. de Valera’s Claim. 


Mr. de Valera has taken the oath of 
allegiance to the Free State’s Constitu- 
tion, and is now the leader of the Opposi- 
tion in Ddil Eireann, Coming from such 
a source, during this week of solemn and 
hallowed memories, an incitement to 
public bitterness must be denlored, and 
cannot be ignored. On Friday, in Dublin, 
thousands of Irish ex-Service men will 
celebrate the ninth anniversary of the 
Armistice which ended the Great War. 
Their deeds, and those of their fallen com- 
rades, helped to save the Empire and to 
make the Irish Free State a self-governing 
Dominion of that mighty Commonwealth. 
They fought their battles under the 
Empire’s flag, and throughout the Empire 
that flag, in sisterhood with the flags of 
the various Dominions, will be flown—not 
defiantly, indeed, but proudly and thank- 
fully—at Friday’s celebrations. Mr. de 
Valera declares, however, that it must 
not be flown in Dublin. He and members 
of his party, who spoke last night at an 
open-air meeting in College Green, 
paraded themselves as not unreasonable 
persons. They were good enough to take 
no objection to the ceremony of Armistice 
Day as a commemoration of the dead. 
Their magnanimity allowed them to 
attribute respectable motives to the Irish- 
men who fell in the Salient,: at Guinchy 
and Guillemont, in Gallipoli and Pales- 
tine. Nevertheless, they must refuse to 
make terms with any aspect of British 
imperialism, and, in particular, they must 
banish the Empire’s flag from the Free 
State. On this point the speeches of Mr. 
de Valera and his friends were, in effect, 
an ultimatum. They said that any ex- 
hibition of the Union Jack on Armistice 
Day could be interpreted only as a de- 
liberate insult to national feeling, and 
they did not concea] their hope that it 
would be made impossible by mob law. 
In other words, they seek to intimidate 
fellow-citizens from adtion which—apart 
from all questions of expediency—is 
wholly within the right of every subject 
of the State. 

No doubt, the authorities will take note 
of last night’s speeches ; and, for the rest, 


on™ piety and dignity of Friday's com- 
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inion: will be safe in the ex-Service 


men’s ‘keeping. Their discipline has 


endured sterner tests and they seek no 


quarrel with any man—least of all, with 
brother Irishmen. We write reluctantly 
on this difficult subject at this delicate 
hour, but Mr. de Valera has couched his 
challenge in a form which compels reply. 
He suggests that, because his party has 
entered Ddil FKireann, the sanctions of 
the Anglo-Irish settlement have been 
weakened—that President Cosgrave’s party 
will begin now to take an anti-British 
orientation, and that the ex-Unionist 
minority, if it is to live in the Free State 
at all, must renounce henceforward every 
one of its ancient and cherished loyalties. 
Our voice, at least, must be raised in 
instant protest against these notions. We 
do not believe that Mr. Cosgrave’s Govern- 
ment intends to repudiate a single one of 
its obligations under the Anglo-Irish 
settlement. We believe that it will con- 
tinue to honour them faithfully, as 
hitherto, in the spirit and in t e letter, and 
that it will abate no fraction of its present 
fairness and good-will in its dealings with 
the old Unionists. Furthermore, that 
minority will continue, as hitherto, to 
claim no privilege, but to stand firmly 
upon its rights. The old Unionists are 
good citizens of the Free State— 
supporters of its laws, jealous of its fame, 
and respecters of its flag. They are good 
citizens ..lso of the Empire in which the 
Free State is an equal partner—jealous of 
its fame, respecters of its flag, under 
which their fathers, brothers and sons 
have died in battle. For them the two 
loyalties are a perfect harmony ; and they 
will surrender to no man any part of their 
rights as citizens of the Free State and 
of the British Commonwealth of Nations.

Tariffs on Trial. 


A financial resolution in Dáil Eireann 
yesterday produced a general debate on 
protective tariffs which promises to be 
almost as discursive as last week's 
futile debate on unemployment. The 
Minister for Finance enunciated the Free 
State Government’s tariff policy. He de- 
clared that the appointment of the 
Tariff Commission had provided a safe 
way between the Scylla of doctrinaire 
Free Trade and the Charybdis of out-and- 
out protection. Fianna Fáil, of course, 
being free from all executive responsi- 
bility, would not hear of a moderate 
course. It demands “‘ full-blooded protec- 
tion,” and takes the view that the easiest 
way to protect Free State industries is 
to impose embargoes on the products of 
their “ foreign ”. competitors. It is 
true that Mr. Blythe and Mr. Hogan 
made mince-meat of these arguments; 
but, unfortunately, the persuasive 
eloquence of the Fianna Fáil spokesmen 
seems to have convinced certain credulous 
folk in the Free State that the solution 
for all the country’s economic ills lies in 
the simple remedy of protection. Mr. 
Lemass announced during yesterday’s 
debate that England had built up 
her great prosperity under protection, 
neglecting to add that she had adopted 
Free Trade at the first favourable oppor- 
tunity. He declared that protection had 
given Germany the industrial pre-eminence 
which she had enjoyed before the war, 
again forgetting conveniently to mention 
the results of her ‘‘all-German ”’ policy; 
and finally he attributed the great wealth 
of the United States also to protective 
tariffs, ignoring the fact that the United 
States, within its own fiscal system, pro- 
vides the most striking example of Free 
Trade in economic history. Mr. Lemass 
was careful to avoid all reference to the 
fact that the Free State is as different 
from Britain, Germany or the United 
States as chalk is from cheese. It depends 
primarily on agriculture for its. susten- 
ance; and comparison between an agri- 
cultural and an industrial country is 
manifestly absurd. 

Mr, Blythe admits frankly that so soon 
as the tariff on boots and shoes becomes 
effective it will throw a substantial 
burden on the consumer, who then will 
be forced to pay fifteen per cent, more 
for his footwear than he would need to 
pay if there were no tax. At present the 
consumer is paying between £270,000 and 
£500,000 every year in revenue to the 
State, thus enabling remissions of taxation 
to be made in other directions ; but when 
the purchase of foreign footwear ceases 
this revenue will disappear. Mr. John 
Good, however, gave the coup de grace to 
Fianna Fáil's fantastic claims. At present, 
he said, the boot and shoe tax was pro- 
ducing revenue to the amount of some 
£272,000 per annum, and since it was 
instituted the number of hands employed 
in Free State factories had increased by 
about 700. In other words, for every 
man, woman or child who got employ- 
ment in consequence of the tariff, the 
consumer was mulcted in no less than 
£389 per annum—a very respectable sum. 
In face of these facts, how can Mr. 
Lemass or anybody else assert that high 
protection would be of advantage to this 
country? Last year a Northamptonshire 
boot manufacturer announced publicly 
that nothing less than a forty per cent. 
tariff would make any appreciable differ- 
ence to the British boot and shoe trade in 
the Saorstát. Apparently, Mr. Lemass 
and his friends would be quite glad to 
impose such a tax; and, furthermore, to 
prevent any British firm from setting up 
a factory here. In. short, Fianna Fail 
stands for the complete victimisation of 
the unfortunate consumer, whom it would 
place completely at the mercy of the 
native manufacturer. The Free State 
might become ‘‘self-sufficient,”’ as Mr. 
Lemass predicts; but the cost of living 
would become ‘so high that—apart 
altogether from the danger of retaliation 
by England, which is another day’s work 
—Saorstdt Eireann soon would be known 
not only as the poorest, but as the most 
expensive, country in the world.

Architecture in Ireland. 


To walk through Dublin in recent years 
has been to suffer disgust at the spectacle 
of cheap, ugly and inharmonious 
architecture. Our country, as Mr. J. V. 
Downes said in his presidential address 
to the Architectural iation of Tre- 
land last night, is ften years behind 
England, and twentf years behind the 
Continent, in realisation of the needs of ' 


the age in the art of building, The 
renaissance which has made reconstruction 
in other lands a thing of beauty. did not 
reach our shores in time to énsure that 
the best advantage should be taken of the 
peculiar opportunities recently afforded. 
Large regions were desolated in Dublin 
and Cork, and an alert public. opinion 
might have provided that the reconstructed 
areas would be beautified. In Cork the 
reconstruction in the main was good, and 
Patrick street to-day is worthy of any city 
of Cork’s size. In Dublin, however, no 
consistency in the work of rebuilding is 
visible; and the rebuilt area can be 
described in the phrase which Mr. Downes 
aptly applied to the whole city as “a 
jumble of the excellent and of the 
extremely bad.” The most hopeful] sign 
in the present state of affairs is the 
frequency with which the doctrines that Mr. 
Downes enunciated are being preached. It 
is evident that our architects, at any rate, 
are awake to the new age, and realise 
that a newer and higher level of 
architecture is required. The establish- 
ment of a School of Architecture at 
University College, Dublin, too, promises 
that the young men of the future will be 
trained in such fashion that the faults 
seen in some of the better new buildings, 
where good ideas are spoiled by bad blend- 
ing, will be avoided. Ultimately, however, 
it is the public that most requires educa 
tion. The architect may have vision and 
skill; but how can he hope to apply 
them when the clergyman, considering 
designs. for a new church, insists 
on a sham Gothic, or the business 
man, preparing to build new offices, 
demands a building which will contrast, 
instead of harmonising, with its environ- 
ment? Mr. Downes corrected a popular 
fallacy when he said last night that the 
best new architectural. work on the 
Continent had been evolved through the 
need to economise in expenditure. Private 
persons undertaking building works ought 
to realise that the best architecture, in 
the long run, is the cheapest. Beauty and 
economy go hand in hand.

Children’s Speech. 


If the children of the rising generation 
do not grow into knowledgeable men and 
women, it will not be for want of effort 
to render the acquisition of knowledge 
easy. Whereas their elders gathered 
learning by patient study at school and 
curious searching of Spenser and Milton 
in the home, the youth of to-day is offered 
school books that resemble play books and 
encyclopedias peculiarly fitted to the 
childish intelligence. The latest work 
devoted to the enlightenment of the young 
is the Children’s Dictionary, of which the 
first serial number was published yester- 
day. When the work is complete 
no fewer than 100,000 word will 
be explained by definition, anecdote 
and picture In the first number 
words from ‘“aardvark’’ to “aircraft ”’ 
are explained. Most adult people who 
look through the pages will begin to 
shrink from conversation with boys and 
girls who have read them. 
terms explained a big proportion applies 
to engineering matters. Macaulay’s school- 
boy would know all about the Acropolis, 
the accolade and the A€folian harp; but, 
if he were asked to define “aileron,” he 
would be able merely to hazard a wide 
conjecture drawn from the word’s obvious 
derivation. The reader of the Children’s 
Dictionary, however, would be able 
proudly to explain to him that the 
ailerons are adjustable flaps on the wings 
of aeroplanes, serving to control the 
lateral balance. So, too, the learned 
youth of to-morrow will be able to 
describe the working of air brakes and 
of accelerators, of “‘aerobombs”’ and of 
wireless “aerials.” This, doubtless, ir 
all to the good; yet no bad use was made 
of the older dictionaries that taught other 
children of the Lydian airs in which the 
poet was lapped and of the spirits’ aéry 
purposes.

“THE DUCHESS OF PADUA” 
NOW IN NEW YORK. 
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From REUTER'8 CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

A long-sought manuscript of a play by 
Oscar Wilde, hitherto believed to have 
been lost or destroyed, has just come to 
light in New York. It is a complete 
manuscript of “The Duchess of Padua,”’ 
226 pages, in Wilde’s exquisite hand- 
writing, only slighted yellowed by the 
forty-four years which have passed since 
it was written in Paris. 

So“”far as is known, this is the second 
important manuscript of Oscar Wilde 
which has come to America. The Pierpont 
Morgan collection already contains the 
autograph manuscript of “Dorian Gray.” 

The newly-discovered document, which 
at present is in the hands of the President 
of the Anderson Galleries, was. brought 
over from England last week by Mr. 
George Arliss, the actor. It seems that 
the father of Mr. Arliss, who was a 
printer in Bloomsbury, .printed twenty 
copies for Wilde in 1883, and that the 
manuscript passed to some actor, who 
mislaid it for many years.

Mr. P. Monahan, Commissioner for Cork

The Cork City Railways consist of new 
roads between the north and south channels 
ot the River Lee, and from St. Patrick's 
Quay to King street, together with two lift 
bridges—-one across each channel. The nor- 
mal maintenance of the undertakings, Mr. 
Keogh explained, after giving credit for the 
whole of the receipts, amounted to between 
£4,000 and £5,000 

The company, he added, was exceedingly 
anxious to avoid any action which might be 
calculated to be detrimental to the interests 
of Cork, but the actual crux turned upon the 
maintenance of the lift bridges. The com- 
pany found themselves in the position of 
having to abandon the railways and remove 
the bridges, a step which, while proving no 
detriment to the company, would, it was 
realised, be quite different from the public 
point of view.

IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 
REMOVED.

CONVENTION NOT SIGNED 
BY THE FREE STATE. 
From REvTER’s CORRESPONDENT. 

GENEVA, Tuesday. 

The Irish Free State was one of the 
seventeen out of the thirty-five States 
taking part in the conference for the 
abolition of import and export restrictions 
and prohibition, who did not sign the con- 
vention which was drafted by the confer- 
ence. Other States who did not sign are 
Canada, India, the United States of 
America and Australia. 

The Australian delegate was absent from 
Geneva, but in the other cases the reason 
assigned for not signing is the necessity 
for the Government concerned to examine 
carefully the terms of the conventir i. 

The principal States who signed include 
Great Britain, France, Germany, Italy 
and Japan. 

Sir Sydney Chapman, the British 
representative, also signed on behalf of 
Northern Ireland and those parts of the 
British Empire which are not represented 
at the League of Nations. 

France abandons her embargo on the 
import of coal, coke, peat, lignite, 
briquettes, etc. 

An analysis of the chief results of the 
conference shows that the high contracting 
parties undertake within a period of six 
months after the coming into force of the 
convention, and subject to certain specified 
exceptions, to abolish all existing prohibi- 
tions and restrictions, and not to impose 
new ones. 

The convention provides for a meeting 
of the signatories next summer for the 
purpose of examining the situation in the 
light of the various reservations. The 
convention may be denounced at the end 
of three years if the temporary exceptions 
allowed have not been discontinued. 

The conference is convinced that 
work will contribute to the improvement 
of the existing situation by reducing in 
the near-future the number of prohibi- 
tions and restrictions in force. 


INFECTED PIGS. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE 
IN BERKSHIRE, 

The British Board of Agriculture last 
night announced that existence of foot- 
and-mouth.disease had been confirmed in 
a slaughter-house at Windsor, Berkshire, 
in ten out of forty-seven pigs on the

PROHIBITION IN 


AMERICA. 
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TIGHTENING UP THE LAW. 

A decision of the United States Supreme 
Court adds another burden to those already 
inflicted on restaurants, hotels and night 
clubs by the prohibition law, says the New 
York Correspondent of the Manchester 
(luardian.- Under the new ruling any of 
these institutions may be prosecuted for pro- 
viding their guests with cracked ice, ginger 
ale, seltzer water, or glasses to be used in the 
consumption of alcoholic liquor, even though 
this liquor was furnished by guest 
himself. 

A decision to this effect by a lower Court 
came up to the Supreme Court for review, 
and by declining to consider it the Court 
sustained the ruling. The language is so 
broad that, seemingly, it woul bring 

nalties into force against the restaurant or 
bud ewner who even permits his guests to 
drink from pocket flasks. 

The guests themselves may be prosecuted 
for transporting liquor, which may not be 
done except under a permit, which is valid 
only on a given date and specifies the points 


from and to which the transporting is to be 
done,

DENOUNCED. 


REPUBLICANS AND 
ARMISTICE. DAY. 


THREATS AT DUBLIN 
MEETING. 


— 


A large gathering answered the sum- 
mons of Fianna Fail to a meeting held 
last night in College Green, Dublin, to 
express “the protest of the Nationalist 
people of Dublin against the repetition 
of displays of British imperialist senti- 
ment that are insulting to the Irish

people. 

The speakers included Mr. Sean Lemass, 
who presided; Mr. Frank Fahy, Mr. T. 
Mullins, Mr. Oscar Traynor, Mr. 8. T. 
O’Kelly and Mr. de Valera. All protested 
against the carrying of Union Jacks by 
ex-Service men in the Remembrance Day 
demonstrations. Several spoke of it as 
the flaunting of the English flag in 
Ireland, described it as an insult and an 
outrage on Irish sentiment, and said that 
it must be stopped. 

Mr. Sean Lemass, T.D., said that on 
previous occasions, when demonstrations 
were arranged in memory of men who 
had died in France, the demonstrations 
were utilised by a small section to display 
imperialistic sentiments that, in view of 
the history of this country, and in par- 
ticular of Dublin, could not be peacefully 
tolerated by the Irish people. (Hear, 
hear.) On those occasions the flag that 
had for ever been the symbol of tyranny, 
rapine and loot in Ireland was flaunted. 
A small section availed itself of the occa- 
sion to offer that insult to the Irish 
people, and, as inevitably happened when 
such insults were offered to a high-spirited 
people, they resulted in rioting and dis- 
order in the capital. They did not wish 
to see a renewal of riot or disorder in 
Dublin. They had no objection to any 
section of the people honouring their dead, 
but they did object to the alien section 
in their midst, whose headquarters were 
situated in that building opposite (point- 
ing to Trinity College), availing itself of 
these occasions to insult the Irish people. 
(Applause.) He believed that the vast 
majority of the British ex-Service men 
themselves objected to the demonstrations 
being used for such a purpose, and the 
main purpose of this meeting was to ask 
the Nationalist ex-Service men to see that 
the demonstration on Friday next was not 
utilised, as previous demonstrations had 
been, to insult the citizens of Dublin. 

Mr. Frank Fahy, T.D., said that he 
had no quarrel with those who would com- 
memorate their dead, who honestly died 
believing they were right; but that 
commemoration should not be used by 
pro-Britishers to spread the Union Jack 
over Dublin and say that the remnant of 
the ex-Service men in Ireland were pro- 
British. They were not. They should 
be Irish now, and not allow any Im- 
perialist té use any Nationalist in order 
to flaunt the flag of Empire here. 

REMEMBRANCE DAY. 

Mr. T. Mullins, T.D., said that a 
section had used Remembrance Day as a 
cemonstration in this country of the 
solidity of British Imperialism. They 
objected, and would continue to object, to 
such demonstrations, and, with the assist- 
ance of the people, they would in time 
put an end to the display of imperialistic 
emblems in this country, and the making 
a mockery of the solemn commemora- 
tion of the dead who died in Flanders and 
on the battlefields of -Europe. They 
asked the people of Dublin to make it 
plain to the people running those demon- 
strations that from this day forward any 
semblance of Imperialism would not be 
tolerated. 

Mr. Oscar Traynor, ex-Sinn Fein T.D., 
declared that any ex-British soldier he 
ever met told him that when he went to 
war he believed he was going out to fight 
for the freedom of small nations, Ireland 
being one of them. They did not go out 
to fight that the British Empire might en- 


dure. If it was the purpose of certain 
people to drive a wedge between the 
people of Southern Ireland, as had been 
done in Belfast, he warned them that they 
were going to perish in that attempt. He 
appealed to Nationalist ex-Service men not 
to disgrace themselves by continuing to 
march under the Union Jack. 

There would never be peace in Ireland 
until Ireland was completely free and in- 
dependent. 

“ NO COLONY.” 

Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly, T.D., said that 
they were there to demonstrate that Ire- 
land was no colony, and that the Irish 
people would be no party to anything that 
flavoured of British imperialism. Dublin 
citizens still stood solidly behind the old 
ideal of an Irish Republic, and they were 
not going to allow their national prin- 
ciples to be misrepresented by any waving 
of the Union Jack or other imperial flag 
or emblem. 

If any of their fellow-citizens wanted 
to commemorate their dead they were free 
to do so, provided that they did not in- 
sult Irish nationality. The Union Jack 
always meant degradation to Ireland and 
Irish citizenship, and every time it was 
raised in Dublin or elsewhere every Irish- 
man who loved his country, who had any 
sense of common decency, must protest. 
The Irish Republicans would remain faith- 
ful to their comrades who died to wipe 
out the Union Jack in this country. They 
would not be unfaithful to their best 
friends, and they—the majority—would 
not allow British imperialists in Dublin 
and in Ireland to have their way. 


THE TASK. 

They had to clear out of power and 
influence and authority every man—every 
individual-. who stood in Ireland for the 
retention of British power in this country, 
whether it be Mr. Healy in the Phenix 
Park, representative of British authority 
that he was, or Mr. Cosgrave. (Hear, 
hear.) 

It was their duty to the dead who died 
for Ireland to unite in one more great 
effort in the big movement to drive into 
the seas of Ireland those enemies of Irish 
nationality who were the bulwark of 
what remained of British Imperialism here 
in Ireland. It was their duty to clear 
Ireland of renegades and misfits who mis- 
represented Irish nationalism and held 
Treland down at present, so that the 
British Empire might prosper and Ireland 
go to the dogs. 


MR. DE VALERA’S VIEWS. 

Mr. FE. de Valera, T.D., said that 
nothing was more natural than that men 
should seek to cammemorate the memory 
of comrades who fought by their side in 
battle. That was generoys sentiment, and 
nothing was meaner than to take advan- 
tage of that sentiment and to use it for a 
base end. They understood that senti- 
ment and respected it, and nobody present

SEQUEL TO MEXICAN 
REVOLT. 


GENERAL’S APPEAL FOR 
A DOCTOR.

NEW YORK, Tuesday. 

Mexican Federal troops, in the State of 
Vera Cruz, captured and executed yesier- 
day two more rebel officers—General 
Fernando Reyes, who once was one of 
Pancho Villa’s commanders, and General 
Silvano Garcia, described by the Govern- 
ment as for ten years a leader of bandits 
in the heights of Orizaba. 

This makes seven officers, including 
General Arnulfo Gomez and his nephew, 
shot by troops after courtmartial in the 
past féw days. Three other officers, cap- 
tured about the same time as General 
Gomez, were condemned to death by court- 
martial and were executed. 

Dr. Himinez O’Farrell, who was asso- 
ciated with General Gomez in his revolt, 
has surrendered himself to the military 
authorities, and is being taken to Mexico 
City, where he will be given a chance of 
explaining his conduct. 

When General Gomez was captured he 
asked for clemency for Dr. O’Farrell, and 
declared that he had inveigled Dr. 
O'Farrell into the revolt, in which he took 
no active part. 


MR. SMILLIE, M.P.. ILL. 


HEART ATTACK IN THE 
HOUSE OF COMMONS, 

Mr. Robert Smillie, M.P., the veteran 
miners’ leader, was taken suddenly ill in 
the library of the House of Commons last 
night. He was at once attended by his 
colleague, Mr. Williams, M.P., and _ re- 
covered sufficiently to be taken to his 
London home. It is understood that Mr. 
Smillie was suffering from a heart attack.

ANATOLE FRANCE’S 
BRAIN, 


BELOW AVERAGE IN 
WEIGHT. 
From Revuter’s CORRESPONODENT. 
PARIS, Tuesday. 

Anatole France died at his villa of La 
Bechellerie, in Tourraine, on November 
Ist, 1924, and two days later Drs. Guil- 
laume Louis and Dubreuil Chambardel 
carried out an examination of the 
deceased's brain, just as was done in the 
case of Goethe, Byron and Gambetta. 

The result of their investigations was 
to-day laid before the Academy of 
Medicine, and comprises the following 
details : — 

The average weight of an adult brain 
is about 1.360 grammes (about 48 ounces), 
but. the brain of Anatole France was 
found to weigh only 1.017 grammes (about 
56 ounces). 

What could be the cause of such a 
marked difference? The doctors, how- 
ever, remembered that the weight of a 
brain bears no direct relation to the 
intellect, and. after describing minutely 
all the special features of this particular 
one, they declare that the effect of these 
peculiarities was to cause a marked in- 
crease in the area of the grey matter. 

In other words, what the brain lost in 
weight it gained in content—quality 
superseding quantity. 

In conclusion, the doctors state that 
the shape of the brain was admittedly 
comparable to certain Louis XV. clocks, 
containing within it mechanism of perfect 
precision.

It is learned that Dr. Wargneh C. 
Martin, the Abyssinian envoy, who has 
reached Great Britain on his return 
journey from the United States, to Addis 
America 
besides that of obtaining tenders for the 
construction of a dam across the Blue Nile 
at Lake Tsana, says The Tiines. 

Rather more than a year ago an 
American State official, Mr. Ralph J. 
Totten, paid a visit to the Abyssinian 
capital to discuss the question of the 
establishment of a United States Legation 
there, and Dr. Martin was instructed by 
the Abyssinian Government to return the 
visit, and to continue the discussion vf 
this matter at Washington, where 
Abyssinia is not diplomatically repre- 
sented. 

Dr. Martin is thus understood to have 
called upon the Secretary of State, Mr. 
Kellogg, primarily to discuss the question 
of diplomatic representation, and only 
secondarily to bring to his notice the pro- 
jected construction of the dam by an 
American firm. 

In this connection attention may be 
drawn to the convention ‘on hydraulic 
power concluded by the League of Nations 
in 1923, and since ratified by Great 
Britain. One Article of the convention ts 
as follows :-- 

“If a contracting State desires to carry 
out operations for the development of 
hydraulic power which might cause 
serious prejudice to another contracting 
State, the States concerned shall enter into 
negotiations with a view to the conclusion 
of agreements which will allew such 
operations to be executed.’’

WESTMINSTER, Tuesday. 

There was nothing of a _ ceremonious 
character about tne opening of Parliament 
to-day, the members taking their places as 
usual Lefore the arrival of the Speaker. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, in a statement on 
China, said that conditions were unsettled in 
the Yangtse Valley and at Hankow. The 
Chinese Director of- Administration fled to 
Shanghai on September 26, in order to avoid 
arrest by the military authorities, and since 
then the administration had been carried on 
hv the remaining Chinese and British 
members of the Council, without a director. 
British steamer navigation was being ex- 
perimentally resumed on the Upper. Yangtse, 
and a new Independent Nationalist Govern- 
ment was being organised in Canton. 

Sir Austen also said that he had received 
no official information as to the report of 
negotiations concerning a dam at Alsana. 
He had told the Egyptian Premier the views 
of the British Government. 

Mr. Churchill said that the total betting 
tax vield to November 1 was £2,766,700, and 
that the amount from greyhound racing was 
‘ inconceivably small. ' | 

Although the House has sufficient business 
already announced to keep it fully occupied 
until Christmas the resolution of the Prime 
Minister giving Government Bills precedence 
fcr the remainder of the session afforded 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald the opportunity ‘for 
demanding time to discuss a variety of im- 
portant matters not contemplated by the 
whips in arranging the programme. He de- 
clared that it would be against all sence of 
decency to separate without con- 
sidering unemployment, the coal situ- 
ation, naval disarmament, Tangier, 
the trend of foreign policy, the 
Washington Hours Convention, and certain 
other matters calling for immediate con- 
sideration. Mr. Lloyd George also depre- 
cated the waste of time in asking the House 
to discuss “ provocative little bills’’ to the 
exclusion of such vital matters as coal, tex- 
tiles, and agriculture. 

The Prime Minister pointed out that the 
bills already announced were subject to the 
same conditions as a passage from Dover to 
Calais—‘‘ wind and weather permitting. 
The Whips, no doubt, would do their best to 
arrange discussions on the general matters 
which had been mentioned. 

Replying to.Commander Kenworthy, Mr. 
Baldwin said that he had undertaken to give 
a day for discussing the proposed 
revision of the Prayer Book, though 
he did not anticipate that any 
general agreement would be come to on such 
a controver al subject. i 

The Prime Minister’s motion was carried 
by 269 votes to 138. 

CHURCH OF ENGLAND ASSEMBLY. 

Under the ten minutes rule, Mr. Remer, 
the Conservative member for Macclesfield, 
asked leave to introduce a Bill giving addi- 
tional powers to Parliament as to measures 
passed by the Churclr of England Assembly.

PROFITLESS DEBATE. 
ON TARIFFS. 


LONG SPEECHES, BUT 
FEW NEW POINTS. 


From Our SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

The unemployment debate in Dail 
Eireann, flat, stale and unprofitable as 
it was, seems to have found’ a worthy 
successor in the question of tariffs. 
Yesterday the House spent all the time 
between questions and ‘the adjournment 
in a spiritless discussion of the relative 
merits of Protection and Free Trade, and 
the debate looks as if it might last the 
rest of the week. 

Yesterday’s proceedings shed no new 
light on the subject, though it un- 
doubtedly did illuminate the utter incom- 
petence of some deputies to speak on the 
matter. Fianna Fail, as the champions 
of whole-hearted Protection, came off 
second best, but, with one or two excep- 
tions, the Government speakers did not 
make a brilliant display. 

Mr. Blythe’s speech, 
discussion, was very loosely knit. He did 
his best, however, to prove to the 
Opposition that it was not possible to 
bring the Golden Age to the Free State 
instantly by the mere pressing of a-pro- 
tectionist - button. He endeavoured to 
convince them that the Government’s 
policy of making haste slowly was the 
best sa far as the imposition of tarifis was 
concerned. 


TASTE IN IMPORTS. 

Sean Lemass, for one, refused to 
be convinced. He demonstrated his total 
disagreement with the Minister for 
Finance in a speech which lasted forty 
minutes, or about five minutes longer than 
Mr. Blythe’s address. While the Govern- 
ment was hastening slowly to safeguard 
the industries of the .country, the people, 
he said, were fleeing to other lands. 

The Government, according to Mr. 
Lemass, concentrated too much on selling 
the produce of the principal industry of 
this. country ‘‘to the British artisan.”’ 
Some of the members must have been 
surprised to learn by implication that the 
British aristocracy do not care for Irish 
beef and mutton. Mr. Lemass, however, 
did not go so far as to suggest that the 
old nobility in thé stately homes of Eng- 
land favoured the frozen article. 

After a reference to the boot and shoe 
industry, the deputy glanced at the new 
tariff on rosary beads, and mentioned that 
quite a number of beads were imported 
for sentimental reasons and not for use. 
This, of course, does not apply to the 
other commodity upon which the Dail 
recently imposed a tariff—it is very diffi- 
cult to think of anybody importing 
margarine for sentimental reasons. 


THE ENTRY OF GLADIATORS. 

Mr. Lemass made frequent reference to 
‘‘recent political changes ’’ by which, the 
House gathered, he meant Fianna. Fail’s 
entry into the Dail. The suggestion 
seemed to be that things had improved all 
round—with the exception of the weather 
—since that historic event, and that even 
the bold, bad Government had been com- 
pelled to mend its ways. The deputy, 
however, was not satisfied with the extent 
of the Government’s reformation, and 
talked about ‘‘ putting the backbone of 
this Ministry into iron splints '—a some- 
what ghastly phrase. 

Major Bryan Cooper quoted figures of 
exports and imports per capita to show 
the fallacy of statistics quoted by Mr. 
Lemass giving the imports and’ exports 
per country. The House must have’ been 
reminded of the famous classification 2 
untruths—‘‘ Lies ; damned lies ; statistics.’’ 


WHAT BOOTS IT? 

Mr. John Good was convinced that the

INQUIRY. 


PERSONNELOF COMMISSION 
OFFICIAL STATEMENT, 


The India Office last night issued a state- 
ment by the Viceroy and Governor-General of 
India, giving the composition of the Statutory 
Commission, which is to inquire into a suit- 
able system of representative Government for 
India, and the procedure proposed to be 
se ae for taking evidence. 

The Commissioners are: Sir John Simon, 
K.C., M.P. (Chairman); Lord Burnham, Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, the Hon. E. C 
G. Cadogan, M.P.; Mr. Stephen Walsh, 
M.P.; Colonel G. R. Lane-Fox, M.P., and 
Major C. R. Attlee, M.P. 

The terms of reference are ;— 

“To enquire into the working of the system 
of government, the growth of education, and 
the development of representative institutions 
in British India, and matters connected there- 
with; and the Commission shall report as 
to whether, and to what extent, it is desirable 
to establish the dos Sinn of responsible 
government, or to extend, modify or restrict 
the degree of responsible government then 
existing therein, including tho question 
whether the estahlishment - stesua chambers 
of local legislatures is, or is not, desirable.” 

POSITION OF LEGISLATURES. 

The statement says:—“ His Majesty's 
Government cannot, of course, dictate to the 
Commission on what procedure it should 
follow, but ‘they’ are of the opinion that its 
task in taking evidence would be reatly 
facilitated if it were to invite the Geata 
Legislature to appoint a joint select com- 
mittee, chosen from its elected and unofticial 
members, which would draw up its views and 
proposals in writing, and lay them before 
the Commission for examination in such a 
manner as the latter may decide.” 

It is suggested that a similar procedure 
should be adopted with the Provincial Legis- 
latures, 

It is hoped tliat the Commission will pro- 
ceed to India as early as possible in the New 
Year for a short visit, returning to India in 
October for the performance of their main 


task, 
NATURE OF C MMISSION, 

Dealing with the composition of the Com- 
mission, the statement says:—“It would be 
generally agreed that what is required is a 
Commission which would be unbiassed, and 
competent to present an accurate picture of 
the facts to Parliament; but it must also be 


| @ body on whose recommendations Parliament 


should be found willing to take action, which 
& study of the facts may indicate to be 
appropriate. To fulfil the first require- 
ment it would follow that the Commission 
should be such as may approach its task with 
sympathy and a real desire to assist India 
to the utmost of its power, but with a mind 
free from preconceived conclusions on either 
side. 

“Tt is, however, open to doubt whether 
a Commission constituted so as to include a 
substantial proportion of Indian members, 
and, as it rightly would, British ofBcial 
members also, would be thought to satisfy the 
first condition of reaching conclusions, un- 
affected by any process of a priori reasoning. 
On the one hand, it might be felt that’ the 
desire, natural and legitimate, of the Indian 
members to see India a self-governing nation 
could hardly fail to colour their judgment of 
her present capacity to sustain the rdle: On 
the other hand, there are those who might 
hold that British official members would be 
less than human if their judgment were not 
in some degree affected by long and close 
contact with the questions to which they 
would now be invited to apply impartial

Last night at Trinity College, Dublin, the 
Opening meeting of the forty-eighth annual 
Session of the Dublin University Experimental 
Science Association was held. 

Professor J. Bronté Gatenby, who presided, 
announced that the Association’s Silver 
Medal had been awarded to Mr. E. T. 
Walton, Sch., Mod., B.A., for his paper on 
“ Relativity.” 

“The History of Chemistry in Dublin” 
was the subject of an address by the Presi- 
dent of the Association, Dr. James Bell. The 
following is a summary of his address :—For 
2,000 years chemistry was dominated by the 
belief in alchemy, that is: the possibility of 
transmuting baser metals, such as lead and 
mercury into gold. So much did this idea 
obsess the minds of alchémists that little else 
was done. No doubt exists that the ancient 
Irish had some knowledge df alchemy. 

Towards the end of the sixteenth century, 
Edward Kelly, having forged several public 
documents in Ireland, fled the country. He 
is next heard of in the position of alchemist 
to Rudolf II. at Prague. Here, it is said, 
he converted mercury into gold, obtaining a 
knighthood. ‘ihe Emperor, to find out the 
secret, cast Kelly into prison. In attempti 
to escape he broke his leg, with fata 


results. 
ROBERT BOYLE. 

Modern chemistry commences with Robert 
Boyle, who ‘denounced the alchemists and 
ow chemistry its present scientific basis. 

e is spoken of as the “ Father of Modern 
Chemistry.’’ He was the son of the Farl of 
Cork, but did not work in Ireland; his 
opinion was that Ireland was a barbarous 
country, where chemical spirits were so mis- 
understood and chemical instruments so un- 
poacaracls that it was very hard to have any 
ermetic thought in it. Boyle was not wiolly 
lost to Ireland. His influence fell on two 
Dublin men, fhe brothers Molyneux, 
graduates of Trinity College, who started 
chemistry in Dublin. William Molyneux in 
1683 founded the Dublin Philosophical Society, 
which was short-lived owing to civil war. Its 
work was taken up by the foundation in 173] 
of the Royal Dublin Society, and in 1756 by 
the forerunner of the Royal Irish Academy. 

Richard Kirwan, born in Galway in 1733, 
Studied chemistry in London for. ten years. 
On his return with new ideas, chemistry gave 
'a great spurt in Dublin. A contemporary of 
his, William Higgins, a Sligo man, educated 
in England, was made chemist to the Apothe- 
caries Company of Ireland at the then 
princely salary of £200 a year, apartments, 
coals ‘and candles. In 1795 he was made Pro. 
fessor of Chemistry to the Royal Dublin 
Society. Higgins had some idea of the atomic 
theory twenty years before Dalton, but. un- 
fortunately failed to follow up his idea, 

THE UNIVERSITY. 

During this time the University played no 
significant part in chemistry, owing mainly 
to a distrust of the science on the part of 
the authorities. A succession of lecturers, of 
whom little is known, was attached to the 
Medical School from its foundation in 1711, 
The present chair was founded in 1785, its 
first occupant being Dr. Perceval, of whom 
it Is recorded that he knew little chemistry. 
He was folluwed in 1809 by Francis Barker, 
of whom little is recorded, “He held the chair 
till 1850, being followed by Apjohn, whose 
claim to fame rests more on physics than 
chemistr ; he was, however. instrumental in 
bringing out the first edition of the British 
Pharmacopeia. 

The appointment of Barker coincided with 
RA great advance in chemistry. The famous 
Sir Humphry Davy was brought to Dublin 
by the Royal Dublin Society, before which he 
delivered a series of six lectures on the 
application of chemistry to agriculture, re- 
velving a sum of £750. He also obtained an 
honorary degree from the University. 

His visit led to the appointment, in 1826 
of his brother Edmund to succeed Higgins 
as chemist to the Royal Dublin Society. 
Here, in 1836, he made one of the greatest 
chemical discoveries ever made in Dublin 
namely—acetylene gas. About the same time 
Sir Robert Kane, born in Dublin and edu- 
cated in Trinity College, made an important 


their country.

STATEMENTS IN PARLIAMENT, 
Statements on the subject of the Commis 
sion were made in both Houses of Parliament 
yesterday. That in the House of Lords was 
made by Lord Birkenhead, who introduced 
a Bill authorising*the necessary change of 
time for the appointment of the Commission. 
It was in similar terms to the Prime 
Minister’s statement in reply to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald in the House of Commcens. 

Mr, Baldwin said that it had been con- 
sidered desirable to anticipate the date—De- 
cember, 1929—fixed by the original Act, and 
t> appoint the Commission forthwith. He 
mentioned the personnel of the Commission, 
and gave the gist of the particulars 
set forth in the India Office statement which 
we print above. He told Colonel Wedgwood 
that he could not say whether the cost of the 
Commission would fall on the English or the 
Indian Government. | 

Mr. Wallhead asked whether a native 
Indian could be appointed a member of the 
Commission, and Mr, Baldwin replied that 
that was a broad question of principle which 
could be raised in the debate. 


VIEWS OF INDIAN LEADERS. 

Reuter’s New Delhi Correspondent states 
that considerable disappointment prevails in 
Indian political circles at the exclusion of 
Indians ia the Statutory Commission. The 
Indian Press has criticised this omission with 
considerable bitterness. 

Sir Tej Bahadur Sapru, a neon Muslim, 
declares that, even though presid Í over by 
Sir John Simon, the Commission will inspire 
no confidence and will command no public 
support. “This intolerance of dissent and 
love of unanimity,”” he adds, ‘‘ makes-one feel 
suspicious whether India has any chance of 
making itself felt.’’ , . 

Sir Abdur Rahim thought that a serious 
blunder had been committed, and he expressed 
the hope that the British Parliament would 
refuse to sanction the Commission unless it 
contained adequate Indian representation. 
The exclusion of Indians from the Commission 
was a violation of the pdlicy of the Govern! 
ment of ‘India Act, under which ‘the ,Com- 
mission was appointed. 

On the other hand, Colonel Gidney, a repre- 
sentative of the Anglo-Indian and domiciled 
Europeans in the Legislative Assembly, wel- 
comed the Commission as eminently suitable 
and practicable, and thought that a mixed 
Commission scheme would have been unwork- 


able.

PROFESSOR REYNOLDS. 

Professor Apjchn retired in 1875, when 
James Emerson ‘Reynolds was called upon to 
take the chair, Although intended for the 
medical profession, he taught — himself 
chemistry with great succ€ss; perhaps no one 
has done more to further the reputation of 
Dublin chemistry than he. Reyriolds’s best 
known contribution to chemistry is the dis- 
covery of sulphur’ urea, an exceedingly re- 
active compound, which led up to Dr. 
Werner’s great work on the constitution of 
urea itself, 

_Reynolds’s reputation may be judged by 
his many distinctions, among them being :— 
President, of the Chemical Society, President 
of the Society of Chemical Industry, Presi- 
dent of the Chemical Section of the British 
Association, and Vice-President of the 
Royal Society. Reynolds retired in 1903, 
when the chair gained its present worthy 
successor, Dr. Young. : 
DIVINITY AND CHEMISTRY. 
1. roposing a vote of thauks to Dr. Bell for 
his address, Dr. J. Reilly said that there was 
no doubt chemistry had reached a very high 
standard in medieval Ireland. In the succeed. 
ing 600 years there was very little develop- 
ment in the science, principally because the 
greater see of the population was de- 
prived of higher education. In England also 
the position was bad at the beginning of the 
nineteenth century. At Cambridge, for in- 
stance, the Professor of Chemistry was also a 
Professor of Divinity. Chemistry was really 
“done.” because of its application to medicine. 
The College of Science in Dublin did much 
for chemistry. 

Dr, Réilly then referred to some famous 
Irish chemists from the seventeenth century 
ta the present day. The work accomplished 
by these men should be an incentive to the 
younger chemists. 

Dr. J. PC. Kirkpatrick, who seconded the 
motion, said that the Irish were a learned 

ople before the coming of the English. 
Whether Ireland was an Island of Saints or 
not he could not say, but it was certainly an 
Island of Scholars. After the arrival of the 
English the Irish, who really wanted to get 
on with their work, left the country. Many 
of them reached high positions in England, 
France, Germany and other countries. Great 
things were exepected when Trinity College 
was founded in 1592, but unfortunately they 
did not fructify. In 1628, the then Provost 
pointed out ‘“‘that it was a poor College of 
divines.”” There was little change until the 
end of the seventeenth century. 

“A LIQUEUR.” 

Supporting the motion, Professor E. A. 
Werner referred to a certain Italian. publica- 
tion dealing with the world’s greatest chem- 
ists. The well-known Irish chemists were al- 
most altogether ignored. but it was pointed 
out that “in Ireland ether is drunk as a 
Jigueur—a refined form of alcohol.’’ (Laugh- 
ter.) 
Dr. Werner exhibited some specimens of a 
new type of ware, a remarkably good sub- 
stitute for china. It is non-fragile, non- 
‘inflammable and tasteless, and will not crack 


or ‘warp.

Mr. Cronin explained the cause of the pre- 
sent position of the Irish mills, and why they 
were not able to meet the import competition. 
During the war they could produce only Go- 
vernment cloths. hen the war was over 
the British mills were able to go back at 
once to their normal trade, but the real 
troubles of the Irish manufacturers only 
began then. First they had the ‘‘ Black and 
Tan ” period, during which they carried on 
their business only with great difficulty. Then 
came the civil war, with trade completely 
dislocated. They also had to use the mills 
for making uniform cloths for the National 
Army. uring those three years the manu- 
facturers on the other side got ahead with the 
new style of trade, and captured the markets 
which they held ever since. It was because 
of the three years’ start that the British 
manufacturers had got that the home mills 
had been so heavily handicapped. 

THE HANDICAP. 
_Chairman—You have had a good deal. of 
time to make up the handicap since the 
troubles ended , 

Mr. Cronin—We have made it up. I can 
aot to you that, in the production of the 

est cloths, we are well up to the other side. 

Chairman—And the price? 

«at, Cronin—Generally speaking, just as 
good, You can get as nice a suit of Irish 
cloth, in design, colour, finish and price, as 
— coming from England to-day. 

b3 incheliff—It is not very easy to find 


Mr. Cronin—That is not our fault. ‘The 
difficulty is to get the wholesalers to stock it. 

Mr, McCarthy, answering a point raised 
by the Chairman, said that the wholesalers 
had a certain amount of grievance that some 
ot the Irish mills were selling direct to the 
tailors, but that had been arranged between 
the Association and the wholesalers within 
the last week or two. ' 

Professor Whelehan — And the consumer 
will pay. 

‘ur, Mahony replied that the arrangement 
would not affect the price to the consumer. 
There was no change brought about, except 
that the mills naueal not to cut suit lenaths, 

Mr. Mahony, further on, stated that the 
Scottish manufacturers had the finest 
organisation in the world, and there was 
nothing to equal them for cheviots and fine 
sports’ cloths. The Irish mills were not, 
however, so very far behind them in that 
particular IS of goods. They were quite 
able to sell in foreign markets in competi- 
tion with the Scottish goods.. Even with a 
243 per cent. tariff to contend with, their ex- 
port trade to Canada was on the increase. The 
vutput of the Irish mills was partly far 
home and partly for foreign trade. For the 
latter they had to have the latest styles, and 
those were available for the home buyer, 

Chairman—Is it your opinion ‘that you 
can manufacture all the varieties of cloth 
required by customers in the Saorstat? 

Mr. Mahony—Practically that is so. Thera 
will, of course, be some things we cannot do, 
but I also think that there are more things 
that we can do better than our competitors. 

WHIPCORDS OUT OF FAVOUR. 

In reply to further questions, Mr. Mahony 
stated that the demand for whipcords hai 
come to an end, and that for worsteds was 
fast declining. Most of the Irish mills get 
their worsted yarns from Yorkshire. There 
had been no tendency towards amalgamation, 
or consolidation of any of the twenty mills 
included in their association. The setting up 
of the border had not, he thought, made any 
great difference in the trade of the Saorstat 
nills with Belfast and Northern Ireland. 

Mr. Weir said that in Northern Ireland, as 
well as in Great Britain, there was in general 
a feeling in the direction of tariffs. They 
already had tariffs in the motor trade, but 
under the name of protection of industries: 
The setting up of a tariff against the woollen 
mills of Northern Ireland might have sn 
effect on the mills in the Saorstat, but they 
had to take their chance of that. The mills 
in the North were in the same difficulties as 
those in the South, 

Mr. Munro remarked that. one big mill in 
the North had closed down, and another had 
restarted by a grant from the ‘Northern 
Government. 

Professor Whelehan—What is the reason 
for this application for an 
cloths? 

Mr, Cronin—-The reason is that our market 
was taken from us, largely because. of the 
three years’ handitap against us that I-have 
explained. We cannot get back our markets 
until something is done to close the gates 
against the imports. Thé manufacturers who 
brought in the fashions that came into vogue 
during those three years are able to hold the 
home market against us. 

Professor Whelehan—Is it your case that 
you cannot produce here as efficiently and 
economically as in Yorkshire? 

Mr. Mahony—We maintain that we can 
produce as efficiently as any of our com: 
petitors. provided we had full protection. 

Professor Whelehan—What do you hold 
to be uneconomic competition ? 

Mr. Mahony—Our competitors are sellin 
mere at prices which would be much higher i 
conditions of trade were normal. 

SELLING AT A LOSS? 

Professor Whelehan—Do you maintain that 
your outside competitors are selling at prices 
not. profitable to themselves? 

Mr. Mahony—We think so. 

Professor .Whelehan—We will have to get 
evidence from you that such is actually the 
case. 

Professor Whelehan pointed out that it had 
been given in evidence by the oppheunie that 
they can produce as economically here as in 
Yorkshire. He asked how that could be in 
the case of worsteds, when the yarns had to 
be imported from Yorkshire, where often they 
were manufactured and woven into cloth in 
the same mill premises. To that Mr. Mahony 
replied that the cloth would be perhaps a 
little dearer here. 

In reply to a series of questions by Pro- 

fessor Whelehan, different witnesses stated 
that the Association had never discussed the 
possibility of one mill, or a group of Irish 
mills, going in for specialisation. “There 
was not enough work for specialisation; for, 
as they were, the mills to keep going half- 
time had to engage in a diversity of work. 
At present the mills were all fi ting with 
one another to get the little trade that was 
going. 
_ Professor Whelehan—Exactly, My point 
is that the Association should et together 
and try to see how by consolidation or other- 
wise they could fight the outsider, and not 
themselves. On the other side of the water 
they are all for speciationtion, and I -find that 
it has not even been considered here. Are 
we to be asked to believe that a small mill 
in this country making a variety of tissues 
is able to compete with the Jarge Yorkshire 
mills specialising in a few particular lines? 

Later on Mr. Telford informed. the Com- 
mission that the Irish mills could not turn 
out cloth at 1s. ód. a yard. Those cfiothy 
were mainly cotton, with a small proportion 
of waste wool. The Irish readymade manu- 
facturers and a few country hawkers were 
1 ge purchasers of the Is. ód. a ‘yard 
cloth. 

Professor Whelehan—Is it a fact that the 
Trish mills can supply a cloth which enables 4 
ready-made suit to be made up for sale at 
22s., man’s size? 

Mr. Cronin—They made them for Govern- 
ment contracts, but not for the’ civilian trade. 

Mr, Weir said that he would supply the 
Commission with information on that point. 

LOW-PrICED CLOTHS. 

Professor Whelehan next asked a number of 
questions on the subject of low-priced cloths, 
and Mr. Cronin said that the lowest price at 
which they could produce was 3s. @ yard, 
The retailer should be able to supply a ‘first- 
class ready-made suit of Irish cloth from 
about 25s. 

Other information gained by the questions 
of the members of the Commission was that 
all the woollen trade printing is done in the 
Saorstat. The Irish manufacturers were the 
only people in the trade who used specially 
designed show cards for advertising purposes, 

Professor Whelehan—You you can 
never make the cheap cloth, and yet you ask 
for an import duty on it. Obviously that 
will increase the cost of living to those who 
can afford to purchase only the cheapest 
ready-made clothing. 

Mr, Munro—In our opinion it would: be 
better for those people if they never had the 
opportunity of buying such stuff, !

The 21 h.p. six-cylinder metal saloon model 
has a speed of 80 miles per hour. It has a 
coach-built body, with the roof half in fabric.

“ SPRING-CLEANING.” 

Mr. Greene then opened. the petition, and 
first dealt with the formation of the company 
m 1897, and its progress until 1927, when 
special resolutions were passed and confirmed 
for the reduction of the capital—after Sir 
Gilbert Garnsey, in collaboration with Cooper 
Brothers and Co., the fwm’s auditors, had 
made a sort of spring-cleaning. 

The Judge—' Spring-cleaning!"" That is 
associated with much discomfort. (Laughter.) 

A little later the Judge asked—“ What is 
the nature of the opposition? Is the scheme 
too mild or what?" 

Mr. Greene said that he would read Mr. 
Nordon’s affidavit in opposition. It showed, 
he said, to what lengths one would go in 
opposing a petition of that kind. Mr. Nordon 
said 

“I respectfully submit that the main under- 
living purpose of the schame is to enable the directors 
by subsequent appreciation of the new artificially 
depleted share vulue to show profits, so as to 
justify the enormous sums which they are receiv- 
ing for their remuneration as directors of the 
parent and subsidiary. companies,” 

This, Mr. Greene added, was a charge oí 
fraud of the gravest possible description, 
and in order to bolster it up Mr. Nordon had 
a number of comments to mabe, First he 
said thai the writing down Was retrospec- 
tiye; that was inevitable. lt was true that 
Sine of the shares written down in Sir 
Gilbert Garnsey’s report had subsequently 
appreciated in value, or had been shown to 
be higher, but, on the other hand, there 
were cases in which the report had been 
proved to be too optimistic, and as a set-off 
there were many items which more than 
counterbalanced any possible appreciation. 
Then Mr. Nordon said the writing down was 
unnecessary or exeessive and also that it 
was unjust to the shareholders. 

Then, continued Mr. Greene, Mr. Nordon 
said that the meeting of shareholders was 
rushed through. mó seas Mr. Nordon 
was annoyed because he was not given the 
position of prominence on the platform to 
which he thought he was entitled, It is sug- 
gested that at the end there was uproar. 
The resolution was put and declared carried, 
Mr. Nordon was present. He never de- 
manded a poll. He seconded a vote of 
thanks to the chairman at the end, and he 
now comes forward and says that the resolu- 
tion was never passed. 

Mr. Greene next read Senatore Marconi’s 
affidavit in support of the petition. 

VALUE OF THE PATENTS. 

Mr. Nordon remarked that he was not 
seeking to bring a charge of fraud, but one 
of grave irregularities and well-foinded sus- 
picion. In his affidavit he submitted that 
the scheme would constitute a grave injus- 
tice to the shareholders and Debenture 
holders and ought not to be confirmed. The 
patents constituted the substratum of the 
company, and it was proposed to write them 
down to nil. The company could make, and 
was making. very large profits indeed, but 
they were disappearing into quarters where 
they ought not to disappear. Every share- 
holder had thought he was buying a share 
in patents which were of inestimable value. 
Mr. Nordon foreshadowed the ultimate pur- 
chase of the Marconi Company by the 
Government after the precedent of the tele- 
phone service. If that happened, it would 
make a material difference to the Ordinary 
shareholders if their shares were cut down 


by a half. 


THE PATENTS. 

The patents, at a conservative estimate, 
must be worth at least a million, but 
there was nothing to justify the directors in 
writing them down to a nominal sum of £1, 
wh: + the shareholders’ money had been used 
to acquire them. i i 

Mr. Pennell also read an affidavit of his 
own. He said that it appeared from the 
share register of the company that Senatore 
Marconi had speculated in the shares of the 
company continually, and on a very’ large 
scale. and that his brother, who was until 
recently a director, had also speculated in 
the shares. If the Court sanctioned the re- 
duction, Mr. Pennell submitted that it should 
be on condition that the resolution for 
canonisation of Senatore Marconi, tacked on 
to the reduction, be abandoned. 

Mr. Greene read an affidavit by Senatore 
Marconi denying allegations by Mr. Nordon 
and Mr. Pennell. In particular, he emphatic- 
ally denied the charges against himself per- 
sonally and his brother with regard to the 
alleged speculation in the shares of the com- 
pany. 

Senatore Marconi added that it was untrue 
that the board had, at any time, forced 
down the price of the company’s shares. 

Sir Gilbert Garnsey, in an affidavit, also 
replied to Mr. Nordon on the question of 
the company’s royalties. Sir Gilbert 
Garnsev, who was cross-examined on his 
affidavit by Mr. Nordon, remarked that the 
latter had made the suggestion that he (Sir 
Gilbert) had been guilty of some ingenuous 
device to write down the Canadian Marconi 
shares to nothing. That, said witness, was 
untrue, and he was there to prove that it 
Was untrue 

The hearing was adjourned.

In a letter from the Department it was 
pointed out “that as a result of observations 
made at the city abattoirs and town slaughter- 
houses the Department have ascertained that 
very large numbers, constituting an 
abnormally high percentage of animals 
slaughtered, were infected with the serrous 
disease known as fluke or liver rot, The Depart. 
ment have, moreover, received turther evidence 
that the disease is at present prevalent 
throughout the country, owing mainly to the 
inclement summer of this year. There is also 
every indication that the disease during the 
coming winter and spring will affect not only 
sheep and cattle on low-lying lands, but also 
those on uplands, which would normally be 
practically immune from infection.”’ 

The Department asked that immediate steps 
be taken to meet the very grave situation, and 
pointed out the importance of disseminating 
information as to the means of preventing or 
combating the disease. 

The Secretary (Mr. T. Ward) explained that 
the disease was cured by the drug known as 
the extract of malefern. 

Chairman—Is that a cure? 

Mr. W. Walshe—It is an absolute cure. 

The Chairman said that until the Depart- 
ment took steps to carry out schemes for 
dvaining the land there would be fluke. 

It was decided to send copies of the Depart- 
ment’s leaflet on the subject to stock-owners. 

On the proposition of the Chairman, 
seconded by Colonel Hely-Hutchinson, it was 
decided to appoint Professor Buile, of 
Howth, to the vacancy on the Committee 
caused by the resignation of Mr. D. O’Leary. 

The Chairman said that Professor Butler 
was at present engaged in research work 
regarding fluke. No man would be more com- 
petent to become a member of their Com- 
mittee. 

THE BAN ON FOREIGN PORK. 
In connection with the embargo on the 
importation of pork from the Continent into 
Great Britain, the Department, in a letter, 
— out that the embargo gave an excel- 
ent opportunity to extend the Irish pig- 
raising industry and to develop the fresh pork 
trade between Ireland and Great Britain. 
Smithfield Market (London) alone could take 
25,000 pigs weekly during the season, and 
prior to the embargo on Continental meats 
over one million porkers were imported into 
Great Britain from the Continent each year. 
The Irish large white pig now generally 
bred in the greater part of the Free State 
was pre-eminently suitable for the best-class 
porker trade; but farmers did not yet appear 
to have fully realised the importauce of 
marketing pigs for this trade at weights 
whch wouid bring top prices. The type of 
pig in best demand at Smithfield was one 
of gocd firm finish, lengthy, free from coarse- 
ness and excessive fat, and scaling under 
80ibs. dressed weight. 

Colonel Hely-Hutchinson said that last 
December he sent four pigs to the market 
which fetched £22 11s. He sent four to the 
last market and got a cheque for £8 4s.

Mr. .Walshe said that Ireland would send 
plenty of porn to London if the prices were 
any way favourable. “They do not seem to 
be anxious to pay for it,” he added.

WORST STORM SINCE 1903. 


The Trish Rainfall Association’s report for 
Gas, 1927, is as follows — eh ae 

A very dry month up to the 18th, proving 
very beneficial for hb satihe of a damdaed 
harvest, but afterwards wet. stormy and un- 
settled. The tota! rainfall was slightlv less 
than the average, and the weather unusually 
warm for October, although ‘surshine was 
somewhat deficient. On the 21st the east of 
the country experienced a very heavy fall of 
rain, and the following high totals for the 
day were reported :—2.40:- ins. at Newtown- 
barr (County Wexford), 2.33 ins. at Grey- 
stones, 2.28 ins. at Rathnew, 2.20 ins. at 
Roundwood (County Wicklow), 2.05 ins. at 


On the 28th the counity was swept by 
the worst storm since that of February, 1903. 
lt was at its height from 5 to 10 p.m., the 
hour varyirg somewhat in different districts, 
aud caused considerable damage; but, except 
for the terrible disaster to. the Connaught 
fishermen, there was practically no loss of 
life in Ireland.

The report of the Free State Depart- 
ment of Agriculture .on agricultural 
conditions in the Free State on November 
Ist last says that a continuous spell of 
comparatively dry and sunny weather pre- 
vailed during the first three weeks of 
October, accompanied by light ground 
frosts on a few nights, with occasional 
dull and foggy intervals. Following upon 
the rainy» and unsettled conditions of the 
previous month, this fine period was much 
needed, and full advantage of it was taken 
by farmers to bring into the haggard late 
saved hay and corn, and to proceed with 
threshing operations, 

Considerable progress was also 
with the digging of the potato crop, the 
lifting of mangels and sugar beet, the cart- 
ing home of turf and the top-dressing of 
meadow land. The ploughing of stubble 
land was commenced, and some plots of 
winter wheat and catch crops were sown. 
Progress in these directions was, however, 
delayed by the backward state of harvest 
districts. Field

operations in several 
work was interrupted. by heavy rains 
around October 21st, from which date, 
until the end of the month, the weather 
again became unsettled and the land wet 
and sodden. 

A severe storm on October 28th caused 
damage to stacks in exposed haggards and 
in unsheltered fields.

STATE OF PASTURES. 
+ 
AVERAGE SUPPLY OF WINTER 
KEEP. 

Pastures aud aftermaths continued to carry 
n good covering of grass for the time of year, 
though becoming bare wm_ places. xcept 
where it has been overstocked, the land at 
the end of the month held an average suppl 
of. winter keep. Live-stoek generally were 
healthy and benefited by the fine dry spell, 
but the change to: anfavourable weather con- 
ditions towards the end of the month had a 
somewhat adverse effect. Cases of “ hoose ' 
were reported in several counties, and fluke-— 
in both cattle and sheep—also came under 
notice in a few areas. As a precautionary 
measure farmers in County Clare were already 
dosing weanling calves with extract of male 
fern. Milk vields were well up to average, 
but showed the usual seasonal reduction, 
which was more noticeable after the weather 
broke towards the end of the month. In 
Counties Cavan and Leitrim difficulty has 
been experienced in getting cows in call, 

HAY AND GRAIN CROPS. 

In the later districts most of. the hay 
which remained in the fields was secured 
dering the month. Supplies in all counties 
are considered to be ample to meet normal 
requirements, and in several districis are suffi- 
cient to leave a surplus should the winter 
prove to be a mild one. While yields were 
lighter, the quality of the earlier saved hay 
is satisfactory, but a proportion of that made 
later in the season is of an indifferent charac- 
ter. Limited quantities have been marketed, 
and prices have been well maintained. For 
first crop hay prices ranged from 50s. to 665s. 
per ton, and for quality permanent 
meadow hay 35s. to 60s. per ton, Pleniitul 
supplies of straw are available, but the small 
proportion on sale was not sufficient to afford 

index of market values. 

Tu those counties where it is customary to 
thresh in the early autumn this work was 
completed by the end of the month. Yields of 
grain crops have generally been up to average, 
and, inthe case of oats, have been most satts- 
factory. The grain of much of the later saved 
crops was somewhat soft, and: contained a 
high percentage of moisture. Straw grew 
freely, and, on the richer land, bore, perhaps, 
a higher proportion than usuel to the grain. 
A ready sale was met for all classes of corn in 
sound. condition, and prices for oats and 
barley showed a slight, but steady, advance 
during the mouth. 

Threshings of winter wheat indicated that 
yields generally were up to average, but in 
several counties this crop was variable, ~The 
quality of the grain was fair, but many of 
the lots marketed were somewhat soft. Spring 
wheat ripened late, and was not so satisfac 
tory. In County Dublin the yield and quality 
were below average, while in County Louth 
ihe vield was up to average, but the quality 
Was not so good. In the latter county and in 
County Carlow top price was returned by

WINE ROBBERY CASE: 


SURETY’S IGNORANCE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE ROCHE) —. . 

James Connell, who had been on bail, did 
not appear when his name was called on an 
indictment for a series of robberies, and it 
was stated that he had gone to Canada. . 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor), who appeared for the pro- 
secution, said that he would ask the judge to 
estreat the recognisances of the accused man, 
The case was a remarkable one. Connell was 
indicted for having, in the month of April 
last, engaged with others in the looting of a 
large quantity of wines, ps and tobacco 
which was being despatched by train to 
merchants in the West of Ireland. The value 
of the goods ran into some hundreds of 
pounds. They were stolen from the wagons 
and brought back to Dublin, and later portion 
was found on the premises of the accused 
man. At the Police Court two persons—James 
Dwyer, of Arran quay, and Mary Fitzpatrick, 
of Fairview—went bail in £200 each for 
Connell; but he had taken his departure, and 
was now, it appeared, in Canada. The matter 
was very serious, and the sureties should be 
made responsible to the fullest extent. 

Mr. Bradley, solicitor, on behalf of Mary 
Fitzpatrick, said that she was a poor woman, 
and had acted through ignorance of the 
seriousness of the responsibility which she 
undertook. She was under the impression 
when signing her bond that it was a mere 
y. She had been told to do so by 
Mr. Corbett, solicitor. 

Mary Fitzpatrick gave evidence that at 
Connell’s premises in Blackhall place Mr. 
Corbett, solicitor, asked her to sign the bond, 
stating that it was a matter of form. Her 
pass had been burnetl down and had not 
een reconstrueted. 

Judge Roche—Is he still a solicitor? 

Mr. Bradley—Yes, so far as I know. He 
was a solicitor’s clerk, but was admitted three 
or four years ago. I have appeared against 
him. He has not been struck off the roll by 
the Incorporated Law Society. 

Judge Roche said that this was a matter 
for the Society, not for him. He had enougd 
to do without that, and the Society could deal 
with Mr. Corbett. 

Mr. Carrigan said that he was ventilating 
the matter as a matter of considerable public 
interest, and because of the great incon- 
venience that arose to the administration of 
justice in these Courts by persons going bail 
in this way and when there was no appear- 
ance for the accused party. i 

Judge Roche—|t is your duty, of course, to 
© 50, 

Mr. Carrigan said that there had been 
three such cases, and it was a great scandal. 

James Dwyer, the other surety, gave 
evidence, and said that when he went bail he 
knew Connell to be a man of substance and 
in good business. The moment he heard that 
this charge was pending and that the man 
had left the country he gave notice to the 
police. 

Judge Roche said that it was well that the 
citizens should know that this procedure of 
going bail for accused persons was not by any 
means a mere formality. The persons bailed 
must come forward and take their trial, or a 
bench warrant would be issued for their 
arrest, and the persons entering into 


recognisances would be made responsible. Jn 


the case of James Dwyer he would reduce 
the amount he must pay to £50. and as 
regards the female surety the penalty would 
be £25. He hoped that this would be a 
warning. to others.

TWO MEN SENTENCED. 


The hearing was resumed of the trial of 
the case, in which Peter Rock and Dominick 
Antonio Caffola had been indicted in connec. 
tion with the disappearance from motor cars 
in Dublin of valises, suit cases, parcels, 
jewellery, etc., while the vehicles were 
stationary in the street. Robert sills, 
alias Greer, and Mrs. Clare Madden had also 
been indicted in connection with the case, 
and, pleading guilty, had been put back. 
Caffola, who was an ice cream vendor in 
Amiens street, pleaded not guilty to the 
charge of receiving. 

Mr. Carrigan, K.C. (instructed by the 
State Solicitor) prosecuted. Mr, Lupton, 
K.C. (instructed by Messrs. Roger Greene 
and Son) defended Caffola. Rock, who was 
charged with conspiracy, was not pro- 
fessionally represented. 

Robert Mills was examined as a witness, 
and said that he lived in Killarney street, 
and subsequently in Amiens street. The 
contents of a suit case stolen from one of the 
cars were taken by him to the ice cream 
shop in Amiens street kept by Caffola, who 
purchased them. The articles included a 
gold-mounted cigarette case and gold cuff 
links, and a dress suit. A case stolen from 
another car contained jewellery, ornaments, 


and a Spanish shawl, which he thought was: 


a table cover. Subsequently Caffola sug- 
gested that the witness should leave the 
jewellery with him, as he might be caught, 
and that it would be better for somebody to 
have the benefit of the articles. Ultimately 
a bargain for the whole lot was struck at 
£4 5s, 

Mr. Lupton contended that his client could 
not be convicted on uncorroborated evidence 
of an alleged accomplice. Caffola bore a 
good character, and was entitled to an 
most: 

The jury found Caffola not guilty, and he 
was discharged. 

Rock was found guilty of receiving the 
stolen property, and was sentenced to three 
months’ imprisonment with hard labour. 

When Mrs. Clare Madden was put for- 
ward, Judge Roche said that he carefully 
considered her case, and he, as well as the 
Counsel for the State, had come to the con- 
clusion that she was more legally and techni- 
cally than morally guilty. But it should be 
a warning to people to be very careful before 
buying cheap goods from people. He allowed 
her out on a rule of bail in £20 to be of 
good behaviour for one year, 

Mills was sentenced to eighteen months’ 
hard labour. 

The Judge said that the public must be 
protected from such dishonest persons. He 
commended the conduct of the detectives in 
the case.
